.IS ASTOUNDED. 


That Jailer Pete White was astounded 
at his find when he discovered the saw? 
and still more so when he saw to what 
extent work had been done on the cell 
window, can better be Imagined than de- 
scribed 
The saws he states led to an 
Inspection of the bars guarding the win- 
dows and In this regard he said:

discovered 
a

board In the 
floor of Floyd's 
cell I 
pried It up and found these two saws 
and a file. Then I began to look to see 
If any work had been done with them 
The bars In tho windows looked all right 
when I first looked at them, but on look- 
ing close I saw some dirt sticking to 
one of the bars and taking out my knlfn 
I started to scrape Jt oft and the blade 
went right In. 
"The crack had been filled up with 
tobacco that had been chewed, in such 
a way that it was next to imposMMc to 
tell It from tho rust on tho iron." 


DOUBLE GUARDED. 


The window In the cell In which Floyd 
was kept is double guarded, as it 
In 
termed. On the outsldn of the window 
,ire three iron bars running 
up 
and 
down one and a half inches In dtam- 
ot«r. On the inside of the window flat 
bars run. both up and down and across 
tht> window. 
This lattice work, however, is big enough 
so that Floyd was able to get his hand 
through It so that he began working on 
rhe 
outer bars first. Thov were the 
hardest work and he had then 
sawfrt 
Loth at top and bottom so tl'at he ooiiH 
pull them out Rt any time 
The inner 
grating was tackled and this work was 
not quits completed 


INVESTIGATION. 


While the discovers" has led to a com- 
plete investigation of the Jail, it has 
only confirmed thp fears of Sheriff Bar- 
net and Jailers White. Clark and Mof- 
fitt ta regard to the building, which has 
done duty for more than a quarter of a 
century, and demonstrates the necessity 
for the new Jal Iproposed by the Board 
of Supervisors. And In regard to this, 
Jailer White said this morning: 
"On ft windy night or when the rain 
Is coming down heavily you can hardlr 
hear yourself talk and there are 
all 
sorts of noises. A man could almost be 
at work with a crowbar and .you could 
not hear htm. 
"On the other hand, at times I hear 
noises at night that make me think every 
prisoner In his cell Is mawintr at his 
bars. You cannot guard against the el- 
ements and when this noise Is going on 
a man can saw away without any fear 
of detection. 


STRANGE NOISES. 


"There has been work going on In the 
Jail for two or thr«* weeks which I have 
been trying to locate 
It Is very faint 
and only when exerything Is very still 
I can hear it. It is a queer noise but 
I have felt sure that someone was saw- 
ing."I hope that It was Floyd and that 
we have the tools, but the sound <3Jd 
not seem to come from the direction of 
his cell." 


IS HONEYCOMBED. 


' As the County Jail now stands It Is 
honeycombed 
Eiery cell 
bears 
the 
marks of prisoners who at one time or 
another has worked at the bars for the 
purpose of making his escape- 
Holr>s 
have been made in the floors and there 
are loose boards which almost defy dis- 
covery, so carefully have they been r«— 
moved to afford a hiding place for some 
contraband. 
Under these circumstances It Is be- 


J lieved that the only thing that has pr*.- 
| vented a serious 'delivery of prisoners 
1 has been the absence of any really dan- 
j Rerous men who ore willing to take a 
i chance.

The Czar's Gold Brick. 


The Czar seems unable to get over the idea that he can quiet the 


clamors of his people by giving them the mere empty form without 
the substance of representative government. His proposition is to 
give the people a popular assembly which will have no power to con- 
trol public expenditures or scrutinize the acts of public officials. The 
effect will be to place-beyond the reach of Parliament and to con- 
sign to existing commissions of the Council of the Empire—com- 
posed wholly of members chosen by the crown—the consideration 
of the following subjects: 


"First—Reports of the Minister of Finance upon the state of the 


treasury. 


"Second—Charges of malfeasance against 
members 
of 
the 


Council of the Empire, Ministers, Governors General 
and 
Com- 


manders-in-chief of land or sea forces. 


"Third—The establishment of stock companies 
with 
special 


privileges. 


"Fourth—Questions relating to entailed estates, titles of nobil- 


ity, etc." 


Thus the crown retains as its own special prerogative precisely 


those powers and functions to which the abuse of government in 
modern Russia is to be mainly ascribed. As the fight of the people 
is mainly against land monopoly, special privilege, the abuse of 
unchecked authority and the corruption in financial administration, 
it will be seen that the Czar has mocked the popular demand with 
what American politicians would call a gold brick. He does not 
•propose to part with an atom of real power or to give his people 
any measure of real self government. 


Apparently M. Witte is a good deal of a humbug. He is not in 


any sense a liberal or actuated by any robust sympathy with a 
scheme of constitutional government. 
He is only using the people 


as a pawn in the game he is playing for supremacy in the imperial 
cabinet.

Councilman Thurston's Resolution. 


The..communication of Councilman Thurston, printed in these 


columns yesterday, relative to a resolution regarding city assess- 
ment introduced in the Council by Mr. Thurston, calls for some 
comment. 
Mr. Thurston is correct in saying 
THE 
TRIBUNE 


simply wants the truth, the whole truth and nothing but the truth. 
He can rest assured, moreover, that we do not intend to do him 
any injustice or give our readers any impression that will present 
him in an unfair light. It is our purpose to be perfectly fair and 
courteous to every member of the Council. 


We accept Mr. Thurston's explanation of the purpose of his 


resolution, but he is in error in stating that a demand 
has been 


made on the County Assessor for a duplicate of the assessment roll 
for Oakland. 
The Council has passed to print an ordinance direct- 


ing the City Assessor to make such a demand on Assessor Dalton, 
but as yet the ordinance has not been passed and the City Assessor 
has ma.de no demand. Assessor Dalton states positively that 
no 


demand has been made upon him. 


Now the statute requires that the County Assessor shall furnish 


duplicate rolls to. municipalities provided a demand for the same 
is made "on or before the first Monday 
in March." As 
THE 


TRIBUNE stated, the first Monday in March has come and gone 
without any demand being made on 
the 
County Assessor for a 


duplicate assessment roll for Oakland. 


The city charter provides that the valuations of the County 


Assessor shall be taken as the basis of city taxation, leaving the 
Council no power to interfere save in acting as a board of equaliza- 
tion. 
Several years ago the Council undertook to raise the assess- 


ment of a large number of property holders, but the courts declared 
the proceeding illegal. A similar attempt by this Council is likely 
to meet the same fate. 


Mr. Thurston's resolution provides that "estimates" of the 


value of taxable property in Oakland be taken under direction of 
the City Assessor. 
It will cost money to have such estimates made, 


and after they are furnished they will be no more than a moot 
assessment. Are they worth paying for? 


And is not the Council, by proceeding in accordance with 
Mr. 


Thurston's ideas, in danger of invalidating the entire city assess- 
ment? We ask this question in all candor and without intent 
to 


challenge the good faith of the Council or of Mr. Thurston in par- 
ticular. 
Under the law, the levying of taxes must be in 
strict 


cpnfromity with the statutes governing the same, and the slightest 
deviation from the statutory letter raises a question of legality if 
it does not invalidate the entire proceeding. 
The charter cannot 


be amended by ordinance, nor can its provisions be nullified by 
indirection. In the matter of taxation, in particular, it is hazardous 
td'depart from the paths prescribed by the charter and the general 
law of the State. 


We can further remark without prejudice that raising the assess- 


ment of the mass of individual property owners and allowing the 
assessment of large corporations to stand unchanged would 
have 


precisely the same effect as lowering the assessment of corporations 
and allowing the assessment of others to stand.
